Returning teachers are Sandrene 
Hahn and Helena Fowler McMahon 
for Rishonim/Rishonot and Chaver- 
im/Chaverot respectively. We welcome 
Elena Schlofman as the Chalutzim/ 
Chalutzot instructor, and Michael 
Schwartz, who wasa substitute instruc- 
tor last year, for the Nitzanim class. The 
theme for Kadimah 5757 is Jewish iden- 
tity and community. Following aresome 
of the curriculum goals for each class: 

Nitzanim/Nitzanot (Sprouts): Expe- 
rience through hands-on activities the 
sights, sounds and tastes of symbols 
and celebrations of life in the Jewish 
home. Introduction to Hebrew through 
songs, stories, movement and art. 

Chalutzim/Chalutzot (Pioneers): Fo- 
cus on the synagogue as an extended 
Jewish home. Participate in many art 
projects involving the symbols and sub- 
jects of Jewish holidays and create a 
family tree. Recognition of Hebrew let- 
ters, introduction to phonics, and ac- 
quisition of holiday vocabulary. 

Chaverim/Chaverot (Friends): Ex- 
plore relationships within the family and 
look at the ways in which the family is an 
instrument of preserving and transmit- 
ting Jewish values from generation to 
generation. Develop confidence in He- 
brew reading, comprehension of prayers 
and increased vocabulary through the 
study of roots and words. Explore Jew- 
ish communities around the world.

Rishonim/Rishonot (Leaders): Ex- 
plore the challenges of being Jewish, 
using stories and exercises that demon- 
strate how Jewish laws and ideals guide 
one’s ethical solutions. Understand the 
geography of the siddur, and obtain 
fluency in reading and understanding 
the prayers. Introduce Hebrew syntax 
directed toward reading and under- 
standing Torah. Take field trips to Jew- 
ish community institutions. 

B’nai Mitzvah (Bat and Bar Mitz- 
vah): Study Hebrew through the use of 
Torah texts, studying each other’s Torah 
and Haftarah portions. Learn the pro- 
cess of developing a Devar Torah and 
possibly visit other synagogues for ser- 
vices on Shabbat. Complete the 13 mitz- 
vot of the B’nai Mitzvah project that 
incorporate the principles of Torah 
(study), Avodah (worship) and Gemilut 
Chasadim (deeds of loving kindness). 

In order to reinforce the learning of 
Hebrew, Kadimah students in the 
Chaverim/Chaverot, Rishonim/Ris- 
honot and B’nai Mitzvah classes each 
meet with a volunteer tutor, if avail- 
able, on a regular basis. This program 
has the added benefit of creating bonds 
between the generations and extend- 
ing each member’s family circle. We 
need Hebrew tutors for our children be- 
tween the ages of 9-14 (youneedn’t bean 
expert or fluent in Hebrew). Please call

September Va’ad Minutes

The Va’ad opened witha meditationby 
Michael Chertok that focused on the 
theme of perspective. 

Leah Wolf continues to streamline 
payroll operations. She is working to 
make the process of creating statements 
both reliable and accurate. Her main 
concerns are to establish standards that 
will make the budget more meaningful, 
while exercising care about financial 
projections. 

David Stein proposed that Paul Co- 
hen become the new Assistant Treasur- 
er,a position which has been unoccupied 
for some time. The position of Assistant 
Treasurer was created by the Congrega- 
tion to allow for a member to be part of 
the financial process team. Paul Cohen 
will serve until March 1997, possibly 
beyond. The Va’ad unanimously ap- 
proved the proposal, with a vote of 
appreciation for Paul. 

Lea Salem reported that the roof had 
a problem that demanded immediate 
attention: the roofing seals are defec- 
tive. Bids for repair were solicited, and 
a bid from Specialized Roofing was ac- 
cepted. The Va’ad unanimously ap- 
proved this decision. 

Russell Pachman, a new temporary 
worker, is helping with administrative 
duties in the office. 

David Stein sought suggestions from 
the Va’ad about how best to manage the 
creation, abolition and allocation of 


restricted funds. There are times when 
the health, safety or security of the Con- 
gregation requires the immediate ex- 
penditure of funds between Va’ad 
meetings, and there are times when 
building or liturgical needs require im- 
mediate, unplanned expenditures. Oth- 
er synagogues have successfully used 
yearly forecasts to cover occasional ex- 
penses, and it is the goal of the Va’ad to 
plan in a similar fashion. 

Tiela Chalmers has negotiated with 
the Reconstructionist movement to se- 
cure payment for the use of CSZ prayers 
in their prayerbook. 

Eloise Magenheim, Chair of the So- 
cial Action Committee, sought and re- 
ceived Va‘ad approval of an educational 
forum on the California Civil Rights 
Initiative. Eloise also has been meeting 
with other Bay Area Jewish organiza- 
tions to help support the churches that 
have been destroyed in the South. The 
Va‘ad appreciates being kept up-to-date 
on the worthy activities of the Social 
Action Committee, and warmly ap- 
plauds Eloise Magenheim’s efforts on 
our behalf.

Non-Jews in CSZ 


This past spring the Va’ad adopted the 
Final Report of the Task Force on the 
Role of the Non-Jew in the Synagogue. 
The report looked at three areas: Mem- 
bership, Ritual, and Governance to clar- 
ify existing policies or recommend new 
policies where none existed before. As 
we move into the New Year, it is appro- 
priate that we consider how to put these 
policies into practice in our synagogue. 

The Task Force recommended that 
“fullmembership should be open to Jews 
and others who are not adherents of 
another faith and who accept the pur- 
pose of our congregation.” This is not a 
new policy, but one that has been central 
to Sha’ar Zahav since our inception. Any 
member may carry the Torah and pass 
the Torah from generation to generation, 
as part of life cycle events. Spouses and 
family members who are not Jewish may 
come to the bimah, lead a reading, or 
stand by the side of their family mem- 
bers. Only those ritual mitzvot on behalf 
of the congregation, including lighting 
the Shabbat candles in the synagogue, 
being called to the Torah for an aliyah, 
and reciting the Kiddush on behalf of the 
congregation must be performed by 
those who are Jewish. Our Ritual Com- 
mittee has already put these policies in 
place and information is currently being 
developed for new members and those 
planning life cycle ceremonies to ac- 
quaint them with our policies. 

The Task Force recommended that 
membership in all committees be open 
to all. The chairs of some committees 
that may be called upon to represent the 
congregation to the larger public, or that 
have a special need to be sensitive to 
Jewish ritual matters, should be chaired 
by aJewish member, the Task Force said. 

After the holidays, the Membership 
Committee will begin to revise the Sha’ar 
Zahav membership pamphlet. Among 
other changes, it will include informa- 
tion about these policies to inform all 
those considering membership in the 
congregation. 


AIDS Walk 


The 12 CSZ members who participated 
in the July 21 AIDS Walk raised $2,085 of 
the $2,166,499 collected that day, offi- 
cials recently announced. The money 
will benefit the San Francisco AIDS Foun- 
dation and 31 other AIDS organizations.

Health Project.
